Dispatches 
from all parts of the 
country indicated

THIS STATE FIFTH 
IN POTATO YIELD 


Drops from Third Place in Spite 
of Greatly Increased 
Acreage. 


Estimates of the potato crops ex­ 
pected in the various states this sea 
son indicate that Pennsylvania will 
drop from third to fifth place as a 
producing state, but that in increased 
production over the general average 
for the past five years it has far out­ 
ranked its rivals. 
The figures for Pennsylvania indi­ 
cate a crop of over 32,(KM),IKK) bushels 
while the five year average from 1911 
to 
1915 
inclusive, 
was 
23,125,1MIO 
bushels. 
This shows an increase in 
production over the average of 40 
per cent. 
Michigan, which promises 
to regain first place as a producing 
state, shows an increase over the 
five year average of 33 per cent; New 
York, which promises to rank second, 
an increase of 30 per cent; Wiscon­ 
sin, which will rank third, 23 per 
cent, and Minnesota, which estimates 
place slightly ahead of Pennsylvania 
for fourth place, shows an increase of 
but 12 per cent. 
Last year Maine carried off the 
production honors and New York was 
second, but the Maine crop this sea­ 
son is said to lie a poor one and will 
be below the average and even small­ 
er than that of a year ago. Most of 
the states show wonderful increases 
over the crop 
of a year 
ago, 
the 
Pennsylvania increase running over 
70 per cent. 
In corn production the Pennsylva­ 
nia farmers show an increase of over 
ten million bushels over 1916 and an 
increase of 11 per cent over the ave­ 
rage production for five years. 
In 
oats the increased production is atiout 
15 per cent over the general average 
crop for five years. 
From all sections of the State, the 
Pennsylvania Department of Agricul­ 
ture is receiving reports of increased 
acreage* la-ing prepared for wheat 
and rye and it is expected that the 
farmers of the Keystone State will 
more than make good tile extra 14 
per cent acreage in wheat and 25 per 
cent acreage in rye urged by both 
the National ami State Departments.

The seventy-two men have been re­ 
cruited in response to a cablegram 
from Major Grayson M. P. Murphy, 
head of the Red Cross Commission 
to France, asking for expert motor 
trlick drivers without delay. 
Owing to the congestion of the rail­ 
roads in Franca, large quantities of 
Red Cross supplies are being trans­ 
ported by motor truck from seaports 
to Paris and other distribution cen­ 
ters. 
Drivers are being organized into 
crews, and will lie handled on a mili­ 
tary basis, working as a part of the 
Red 
Cross 
Transportation 
Service, 
tinder the command of Major James 
H. Perkins. Major Perkins went over 
as Deputy Commissioner 
with the 
Red Cross Commission to France, and 
was commissioned in the Quartermas­ 
ter’s Corps attached to General Persh- j 
ing’s staff. 
To meet the salaries and transpor­ 
tation expenses of the men now being 
added to its foreign motor Transpor­ 
tation Service, the Red Cross War ‘ 
Council has voted an appropriation of 
117,300.

conditions favorable for the form ation 
of early frost in fall ore usually of short j 
duration, and consequently protective 
m easures ordinarily will have to lie e m ­ 
ployed only for a day or two.

the first fall frost th ere is generally a 
return to norm al teni|**rMtureH for a 
num ber of days, possibly for a week 
* or more. during which tim e Im m ature 
; vegetables th a t have been protected 
J will continue to grow or rij»en. 
W hen frost Is Im minent urn! protec- I 
tlon is not possible or practicable, vego 
tables likely to la* Injured should la* 
gathered and canned, dried, pickled. ; 
preserved or stored. 
T hose th at can ­ 
not be saved from exposure to freezing 
should, if possible. In* gathered before 
thaw ing takes [dace. 
Iii the c a s e of 
potatoes, especially sw eet potatoes, all 
vines should la* cu t off at the surface 
of th e ground afte r the occurrence of I 
frost. 
T om atoes m ay Is* pulled up, roots ; 
and all, aud hung tops dow nw ard in a 
d ark place, preferably a cellar 
Wlieu 
treated in this w ay the fruit will ripeu ; 
nicely aud slowly aud will be available 
for table use for a long tim e afte r the 
plants have lieen removed from the 
soil. Fruit that is very Im m ature should 
be removed from the vines and may la* 
used for pickling o r in other w ays
